President is published for general information; 

Whereas, I, R. Veiikatarainan, President of India, 
am satisfied that a situation has arisen in .vftreh ihc 
Government of Tamil Nadu cannot be canml nn in 
accordance with the provisions of the Constitution of 
India (hereinafter referred to as “the Constitution’’ 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers, confer¬ 
red by article 356 of the Constitution and of all teller 
powers enabling me in that behalf. I hereby ptrodaini 
that I — 

(a) assume to myself as President of ladia all 
functions of the Government o,' tftc said 
State and all powers vested in or exercis¬ 
able by the Governor of that State. 

(b) declare that the powers of the LcgjsL'turc 
of the said State shall be cxercisahio by or 
under the authority of Parliament; and 

(c) make the following incidental and consequen¬ 

tial provisions which appear to me to be 
necesary or desirable for giving effect to 
the objects of this Proclamation, narndy:— 

(i) in the exercise of the functions and ijjoweis 

assumed to myself by virtue of ciausc (a) 
of this Proclamation as aforesaid, it shall 
be lawful for me as President fnJia to 
act to such extent as I think fit through 
the Governor of the said State. 

(ii) the operation of the following pm visions 

of the Constitution in relation to that 
State is hereby suspended, namely :— 

so much of the proviso to article 3 a> re¬ 
lates to the reference by the Prc,s.iJcnt 
to the Legislature of the State; 

so much of clause (2) of article 151 as re¬ 
lates to the laying before the Legisla¬ 
ture of the State of the reports submit¬ 
ted to the Governor by the Ooroptroller 
and Auditor-General of India: 
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articles 163 and 164; 

so much of clause (3) of article 166 as re¬ 
lates to the allocation among the Minis¬ 
ters of the business of the Government 
of the State; 

article 167 and so much of clause (1) of 
article 169 as relates to the passing of 
a resolution by the Legislative Assem¬ 
bly of a State; 

clause (1), and sub-clause (a) of clause (2), 
of article 174; articles 175 to 178 
(both inclus:ive) clauses (b) and (c) of 
article 179 and the first proviso to that 
article and articles 180 and 181; 

so much of article 186 as relates to the 
salaries and allowances of the Deputy 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly;
